Twenty Bodies Have Already Been Recovered in the Town and 
‘| Bodies of Eight Sailors Were Found Upon the Beach. 
: Captain of the Mary Eliza Tells of the 
Sinking of the Vessels. 


Jackonville, Fla., October 1,—(Special.)— 
Cedar Keys is a place of desolation and 
death, 


Fo-ty-eight hours ago it was a thriving 


- town of 1,800 inhabitants. 
Today many of the people are. corpses,

Many of the corpses were dug out of the 
mud in. which they were buried by the 
mighty wave that swept over the town 
Tuesday morning. 

The town is situated at the mouth of 
the Suwanee river on a number of small 
keys connected by bridges. It had no pro- 
tection and went to pieces when the West 
India hurricane, with a velocity of eighty 
miles an hour, came roaring from the 
-gulf, 

The storm struck the place about 3:30 
P'clock Tuestay morning and continued for 
several nours, though warning had been 
siven, nothing indicated a blow of unusual 
severity, 

‘Up to 11 o'clock the: night was calm and 
quiet, At that hour a moderate breeze 
sprang up from the eastward, 
‘Bradually until a 
blowing. 

About 4 o'clock a. m. it blew a perfect 
tornado, and suddenly

soutiteast, bringing in a perfect deluge of 
water, the tide rising two feet higher than 
as the Memorable gale of 1894, which was

TIDAL WAVE COMES IN. 

” o'clock an immense tidal wave came 
in from the south. carrying destruction 
with it, “Boats, wharves aftd small houses 
were hurled upon the shore, and preaking 
— fragments, covered the streets with 
Weemage and rendered them almost im- 
Pessable, while the torrents of water 
rushing through every open space woyld 
take the strongest man off of ‘his feet. . 

Tt was this tidal wave that caused ‘the 
Principal loss of life, many houses being 
Swept from their foundations and the in- 
mates drowned.

She ‘réports that at dark Monday 
night. nearly one hundred vessels were an- 
chored on the sponge bar, just below Cedar 
Keys, and that nearly every one of them 
Was sunk by the hurricane. At daylight 
Tuesday morning the Captain of the Mary 
Eliza says he saw only about twenty of 


the one hundred sponging and fishing ves- 


sels afloat, the others having gone to the 


bottom during the early hours of the 
storm. 

Twelve of the twenty vess: s that rode 
out the hurricane during the hours of 
darkness, the Mary Eliza’s captain says, 
went down about 8 o’clock Tuesday morn- 
ing. : 

Beyond the bar the tops of scores of 
masts are Visible just above the water, and 
each top indicates the burial place of a 
sponging schooner and its crew. 

As these vessels carried from four to ten 
men, the loss of life is harvly less than 700, 

It is possiole that many of the vessels 
were blown into the gulf and rode out the 
hurricane, but the Mary Eliza’s captain 
thinks by far the greater number are be- 
neath the water with their crews. 

He says that there was not one chance in 
a thousand for such frail craft to live in 
such a hurricane. 

Two gentlemen who went down the coast 
a few miles this morning returned to Cedar 
Keys this afternoon and reported finding 
the corpses of eigh. men washed ashore. 
These mén were the crew of a ~sponging 
vessel, and the crews of most of the other 
vessels have undoubtedly met a similar 
fate.

WIND AND WAVE COMBINE. 

This afternoon four men reached Cedar 
Keys in a dingey. They were a part of the 
crew of the schooner Rosalie, and report 
the vessel sunk and eight of their compan- 
ions drowned. 

The schooner Gertrude is dismasted and 


abaiitioned fifteen miles south of Cedar 
Keys. The Mallory is fast in the Suwanee 
river swamps. The steamers Belle of Su- 
wanee and C. D. Owens were both wrecked 
in the Suwanee river. The Owens is fast 
in the river swamps, while the Belle steam- 
ed slowly this afternoon into Cedar Keys 
with both smokestacks and all upper works 
gone. | 3

They were buffeted by wind and wave, 
and many women fainted, clinging though, 
even while ‘unconscious, with a death grip 
to the succoring HMmbs. They all show the 
effects in their tattered clothing and bruls- 
ed hands, but are thankful to escape with 
their lives. 

Many are still unaccounted for, and fam- 
ilies and friends are filled with anxiety, 
hoping for the best, but fearing the worst. 

In view of the utter destruction wrought 
by the stcrm it seems miraculous that 
there is a single person alive in Cedar Keys 
today. The property loss in Ceday ei 
is enormous. 

FIRE ADDS TO HORROR. 

While the gale was at its height fire 
broke out in the Bettilini house. 


In almost a few seconds the entire build- 


ing Was wrapped in flames, which quickly 
communicated to the handsome Schlem- 
mer hotel, adjoining, and in a very’ short 
time nothing was left of either house ex- 
cept bare walls. : 

The inmates saved nothing, so flerce and 
sudden was the fire, and with roaring flames 
above and raging flood below, they were 
too badly frightened to attempt more than 
the saving of life. 

They made their escape by wading 
through four feet of water. 

The force of the wind totally demolished 
the large and handsome Methodist church 
south, the Cedar Keys high school build- 
ing, the Chirstian church and three colored 
churches, the Suwanee ice factory, Wolfe’s 
cedar mill and the Eagle Pencil Company’s 
mill, also the large lumber mill of V. a: 
Herlong, and the planing mill of George 


W. Moyer & Sons, just completed and

Scores of private residences were also 
wrecked by the wind and waves. Some of 
the handsomest and apparently most sub- 


stantial buildings are damaged beyond 


repair.

TOWNS ARE SWEPT AWAY. 

Lizon & Chairs’s stor2house was blown 
into the Suwanee river, with their stock 
of general merchandise. 

The town of Needmore was demolished. 

The postoffice building at that place was 
completely demolished and the postmaster 
can find no part of the mail or postoffice 
fixtures. 

Every house at Yular, Judson and Chief- 
land was destroyed, with one or two ex- 
ceptions, killing poeple at both the former. 
places. 

The people of Bronson have issued an ape. 
peal for aid tor the destitute. Reports from 
Baker, ‘Suwannee, Nassau and Columbia 
counties*confirm the story of death and de- 
struction related in these dispatches last 
night. 

The death }'st has been increased Dy near- 
ly a dozen. Columbia county fared very 
badly. All the country south of Lake City 
is devasted. In the Caleb Marcum neighbor- 
hood scarcely a residence or house is left 
standing. 

In the vicinity of Payne and Mt. Tabor 
postoffices the destruction was great, but 
accounts are yet meager.

It is inferred from this that a majority 
of those killed outside of Cedar Keys and 
the points at which school children were 
victims were negroes employed on the 
turpentine farms.

SCHOONER WRECKED WITH ALL 
HANDS ON BOARD. 


Two More Bodies Found.at Savannah 


and Two Still Missing—Property 
Loss Fully Up to Estimate. 


Savannah, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 

Thé record of fatalities ang disasters from 
Tuesday’s storm increases hourly. 
. The wreck of the schooner Island Flower 
on the Barnwell island training wall, and 
the loss of three lives on board, was re- 
ported today. The body of Captain Louis 
B. Hill and that of his son, Frank Hill, 
eighteen years old, were brought to the 
city this afternoon. Captain Hill’s body 
was identified by one cuff button found in 
his sleeves. Both bodies had been eaten 
by crabs until beyond “recognition. 

The body of young Ulysses Steele, who 
was also on the schooner, has not yet been 
recovered. 

Captain C. J, Murray, of the tug Turner, 
was buried today, but the body of J. C. 
McClure has not yet been recovered. 

The devastation on the sea islands was 
not nearly so conrplete as in the storm of 
1893, as no water was blown upon them, 
and there was consequently no loss of life 
by drowning. 

Some ten or twelve fatalities among col- 
ored rice field hands, due to timbers falling, 
have been reported, and it is said to be 
next to impossible to get the hands to go 
to work in the fields. There is no reason 
to change the state of the loss in Savannah, 
which was put at $1,000,000, though it 
may never be known with any exactitude.

DIGGING HARD FOR THE DEAD 


ONE BODY HAS BEEN RECOVERED 
IN WASHINGTON. 


Theaters Were Just Out and It Is 
Thought Many Took Refuge 
in Beatty’s Saicon. 


Washington, October 1—The southern 
hurricane which swept over this city with 
such resistless force Tuesday night left 
one fatality and probably several more in 
its wake here. ; 

The mangled body of James F. Fitzgerald 
was dug out of the ruins of Charles 
Beatty’s saloon, No. 1213 Pennsylvania 
avenue, northwest, at 8:30 o’clock this 
morning. Fitzgerald was employed in the 
navy yard as a skilled mechanic. He was 
thirty-four years of age and a native of 
Maine. 

The police believe there are at least two 
more bodies in the wrecked building in 
which the remains of Fitzgerald were ex- 
humed, Charles Coleman, colored, a waiter 
in Kelly’s lunchroom, tas been missing 
since the storm. He was in the place a 
few minutes before the crash came, and 
has not been since seen, 

As soen. as the workmen learned that 
there were probably others in the ruins 
they worked with redoubled vigor. The 
police say that the theaters were out at the 
time the storm broke in its fury, and they 
believe that others who sought shelter in 
Kelly’s or Beatty’s saloon may be en- 
tombed in these great piles of debris. —

Houses located near the forests were in 
the greatest danger. Trees were uprooted 
and the flying timbers and debris were 
often, blown, against the houses, résulting 
in the wreck of the building. How the wo- 
men and crildren in many instances é¢s- 
caped from the ruins without serious injury 
will never be known, even by themselves, 
so miraculous seemed their salvation. 

Those thus thrown out into the storm 
ran great risk of life in seeking shelter 
elsewhere. They braved the wind and the 
flying timbers.

Brunswick, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—

Eight Lives Reported Lost and Build- 


ings Wholly Destroyed. 

Darien, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)—Dectd- 
edly the severest storm ever known in this 
section struck Darien Tuesday morning 
about 10 o’clock and for an-hour and a half 
carried on its work of devastation. 

Houses, trees, telegraph poles, live stock— 
every thing in its path—went before it and 
seven or eight lives are reported to have 
been sacrificed to the fury of the gale.

INDIANA ITINERARY FOR NOMINEE REALY 


Trip From Cincinnati to St. Louis 
Will Be Made in a Special Train 
With Frequent Stops. 


Clarksburg, W. Va.. October 1.—This is 
the biggest day in Clarksburg’ for years 
past, and the town from early morning 
has heen thronged with people from all 
over this section. Crowds came from Gil- 
mer, Braxton, Lewis, Webster, Upshur 
and all the central counties in large num- 
bers, and they were very enthusiastic. 
When the Bryan train reached Clarksburg 
thousands of people were at the depot to 
welcome him and crowded on the platform 
to greet him. After a short time he appeared 
and was given a rousing cheer.! He was 
escorted to Traders’ hall by a local com- 
mittee, a feature of the escort being. horse- 
men mounted on sixteen white horses and 
one ‘yellow one. 

Chairman Edminston. John J. Davis and 
John T. McCraw occupied the carriage with 
the nominee. - 

William J. Bryan left Grafton on a spe- 
cial at 9:30 o’clock a. m and arrived here 
an hour later. He spent the night at Graf- 
ton at the residence of J. T. McGraw, 
national committeeman from this _- state, 
and managed to get good rest. Mr. Bryan, 
‘had a narrow escape from being robbed 
of his sleep. Two photograph fakirs were 
taken into custody at-Grafton on suspicion 
of being connected with the gang of pick- 
pockets following the Bryan party. 

One of them said he had presented a 
letter of introduction to Mr. Bryan and 
wanted the candidate summoned to identify 
him. The hearing lasted until 4 o'clock a. 
m. At that hour it was decided that if Mr. 
Bryan was detained as a witness his West

The largest assemblage of people Par- 
kersburg has ever known heard Bryan 
deliver an address this afternoon at 
Stephens Grove. Excursion trains brought 
in great crowds from nearby places. From 
Washington county, Ohio, the railroads and 
steamboats carried perhaps 5,000 people, 


and, fgom..elsewhere in Major MckKinley’s 


state large contingents came. | 

A big porade had to be abandoned on ac- 
ccunt of the muddy condition of the 
streets. Mr. Bryan proceeded directly from 
his triin to Stephens Grove, where fuliy 
15,000 people gathered in an uncomfortable 
drizzle and cheered him wildly. Governor 
William McCorkle, of West Virginia, and 
General A. J. Warnei, of Ohio, president 
of the National Bimetallic League, had 
made sp*eches before the democratic can- 
didate arrived. Judge McClure, formerly 
of the court of common pleas, presided at 
the meeting and introducede Mr. Bryan. 

~nere was more wild cheering when the 
eandidate stenpa forward. He spoke tin 
part as follows: ' 

“Let me state two or three propositions 
for you tw consider in the discussion of the 
money question. There are those who do 
not want more money brought into “he 
country, and if they have control of legis- 
lation, they so legislate as not to create a 
large amount of money. They want less 
money, because these money owners profit 
by a rising dollar.

One of these organiza- 
tions was called the republican free silver 
club and claimed 4,000 men in line carrying 
a transparency sign: “Mark Hanna don’t 
own us.”’ 

Pittsburg, Pa., sent 1,500 people. 

A farmers’ organization marched in from 
St. Clairsville, O., ten miles away, gather- 
ing recruits as they approached Wheeling. 
The vast throngs on the streets, when Mr. 


Bryan reached Wheeling on a special train 
accompanied by Governor McCorkle, John 
T. McGraw, national committeeman, and 
other prominent West irginians, were. un- 


precedented in this town. 

How many were in the swarms of hu- 
manity along the sidewalks is impossible 
to estimate, but an idea of their size may 
be gained from the statement that passage 
was almost impossible for pedestrians for 
the dozen blocks over which the street 
parade passed. 

The parade was quite imposing with its 
free silver clubs in uniform and its troops 
of mounted men. All along the way the en- 
thusiasm was of the heartiest kind. The 
speaking took place on Wheeling island, in 
the Ohio river, and its four bridge ap- 
proaches, two from the Ohio side of the 
river and the others from Wheeling, were 
put to their utmost capacity. 

At 4 o’clock this afternoon the grand 
stand on the island, said to hold 8,000 peo- 
ple, was nearly full, and the assemblage 
gathered in size until by the time Mr. 
“Bryan arrived there the crowd had become 
a remarkable one in point of the number 
composing it. , 

Estimates of its size ran as high as 20,000, 
and it is claimed that 40,000 people were 
on the streets. : 

Mr. Bryan was cheered wildly when he 
was introduced by Paul Reymann, a demo- 
crat of local prominence, He concluded at 
9:15 o’clock and at midnigkt his special 
train left for Charleston, where°he is to 
speak tomorrow morning. 

Mr. Bryan said: 

“Mr. Chairman, Ladies and Gentlemen: 
We are engaged in a campaign upon which 
much depends. I have heard since I came 
into the state that a prominent member of 
a corporation had boasted that they had 
$300,000 to spend in this single state to pre- 
vent the electoral vote being cast for the 
Chicago ticket. (Shouts of ‘They won't do 
it,” and cheers.) 

“My friends, in times of quiet, in times 
when people feel no deep interest, money 
may possibly Be expended in such a way as 
to effect the result of an election. But in 
times dike these, when the people are in 
earnest, money cannot change the result of 
an election. (Great cheers.) As against a 
corruption fund, however much, we place 
the manhood of the voters of the United 
States. (Great applause.) If they are al- 
lowed to intimidate voters, then the people 
in this country are helpless to secure any 
remedial legislation, because every time in- 
timidat‘on is successful it encourages them 
to try intimidation again iusthercies and 
when they win by corrupt means they then 
enact legislation which secures to them, out 
of the pockets of the people of the.country, 
vastly more than they expended in securing 
the election. (Cheers.) I rejoice at such 
a demonstration as has been made tonight, 
is possible in the state of West Virginia, 
without any morey béing spelt to secure 
it. (Wild and prolonged cheering.) The 
fact that you are. willing to give your 
time and ‘to contribute even at a sacrifice, 
whatever was necessary to have prepared 
this magnificent demonstration, is evidence 
that your heart is in the work and that 
you mean business in this campaign.” 
(Great applause.) 

Money Question Paramount. 

Mr. Bryan asserted, as in previous 
speeches, that the money question was the 
paramount issue of the campaign and gave 
his familiar explanations of why he claimed 
that it was a simple question. He was in- 
terrupted by yells from those on the sides 
of the platform other than that for which he 
spoke that he could not ‘be heard and was 
allowed to proceed only when he promised 
that he would speak from each side in 
turn. 

Continuing he said: 

‘‘My friends, I do not know what these 
gold standard advocates might have said 
in your presence, but I know that some of 
them have tried to say that the New York 
financiers would make a great profit out of 
free coinage, but that they don’t want to 
allow themselves to make that profit. 
(Laughter.) When they tell me that the 
financiers would profit by free coinage 
then, my friends, I make up my mind that 
the time has come when the masses of the 
people could pay back a debt of gratitude 
which they have been longing to pay for 
twenty years, these financiers tell 
us that for twenty years’ they have 
been legislating #$ for the good 
of the people—even to the neglect of them- 
selves. I do not think that we ought to 
permit them to make this sacrifice for us 
always. (Laughter.) And when they tell 
us that the free coinage of silver will help 
them then [| say, my fricnds, we have a 
chance now to get even, because we will 
give them free coinage and let them enjoy 
it io their hearts’ content.’ (Wild and 
prolonged applause and great laughter.) 

‘“*‘My friends, I call your attention to show 
you what a transparent fraud sthe bolting 
democratic organization is. It has all the 
characteristics of a goldbug republican ex- 
cept courage to vote for the republican 
ticket. I call your attention to another 
thing, and that is that instead of declar- 
ing themselves gold standard men, they 
call themsgjves advocates of sound’'money, 
because they are ashamed to use the name 
even that describes their position.

The speaker talked of settling the tariff 
question by international agreement, a fa- 
miliar feature of his addresses; ridiculing 
the republican platform’s money plank 
through that comparison. 

In conclusion, Mr. Bryan said: 

“My friends, the results of the campaign 
cannot be determined until the vote is 
counted. I may  0be defeated, but, my 
friends, I shall find more joy in being my 
own master as a private citizen than I 
.would find in being somebody’s servant 
rather than the people’s servant, if elected. 
My opponents say that it is undignified for 
me to go chasing about over the country 
trying to secure an election. I have done 
nothing in this campaign that 1 am ashamea 
of. (Great applause.) I do not go before 
the people beggtng them to vote for me. 
I have gone before the people and if my 
strength holds out, and I believe it will, 
I am going before the people until election 
dav, telling them what I stand for and to 
give them t platform upon which I stand 
and to tell them, if elected, I will carry it 
out, and then I.am not going to urge them 
to vote, not as I may want them to, but 
I am going to urge each citizen to vote as 
he wants to. (Applause.) 

“If I am elected, I want to be elected 
because the voters want me elected. If I 
am elected, I want to feel that I have 
behind me the desires, the purposes, the

country, and then, my friends, I promise 
you that I shail carry out that platform, I 
care not what may come.” (Great cheering.)

REVIEWING STAND GAVE WAY 


Vice President Stevenson and Others 
Shaken and Bruised. 


EXERCISES OPEN BEFORE A LARGE CROWD 


Chief Executive Speaks Nctwithstand- 
ing His Bruises—Floats Presented 
the Progress of the State. 


Burlington, Ta., October 1.—The semi- 
canteanial celebration of Iowa's statehood 
opened today in a blaze of glory. The pa- 
rade was the grandest ever seen here and 
was witnessed by 25,000 people. Governor 
Drake and Vice President Stevenson rode 
near the head of the column followed by 
the governor’s staff. 

A full battalion of the Iowa national 
guard headed the column. Floats repre- 
senting the progress of Iowa from 1846 to 
1896 were in line. After the parade had 
formed for the opening of the semi-cen- 
tennial festivities and had covered about 
half of the line of march Governor Drake 
and staff, Vice President Adlai E. Steven- 
son and all of the state and local officials 
were conducted to a reviewing stand. 

Scarcely were they seated when the stand 
gave way with a crash and the entire 
structure went to the ground a mass of 
broken timbers. Women fainted and great 
confusion at once reigned. 

GOVERNOR DRAKE and VICE PRESI- 
DENT STEVENSON were on the front 
tier of seats and were thrown backward 
upon the others and thus escaped fatal in- 
jury, but were nevertheless badly shaken 
up and considerably bruised. 

EX-GOVERNOR SHERMAN, of Iowa, 
was in the rear of the stand and fell at the 
very bottom of the mass. He was found 
with a heavy timber across his legs and a 
plank resting on his neck and back. He 
is badly hurt. 

MAJOR WAYMAN, of Ottumwa, Ia., is 
injured in the spine and is paralyzed. How 
badly he is hurt will not be known for 
some time. 

E. S. BURRUS, treasurer of Des Moines, 
Ia., may die, both kis legs being broken. 

LAFAYETTE YOUNG, editor of The 
Iowa Capital, was badly cut and bruised 
about the head. 

CITY CLERK FRED L. POOR was 
bruised and cut, 

MISS MARY LORD DRAKE, the gover- 
nor’s daughter,.was slightly bruised. 

SECRETARY OF STATE McFARLAND 
is injured in the ankle and leg. 

SENATOR KENT, of*Lee county, head 
cut. 

COLONEL H. O. WEAVER, Wapello, 
Ia., ankle sprained. 

MAYOR NAUMAN was caught under the 
pile of boards and was held with one foot 
between two. planks for half an hour be- 
fore he was rescued. 

A score or more are nursing bruised 
heads and shins tonight and all.of the staff 
officers suffered more or.less and their 
swords and regalia were badly broken and 
torn. 

This afternoon State Commissioner P. M. 
Grape opened the exercises at the Coliseum 
before a vast crowd. He was followed by 
Governor F. M. Drake, who spoke for 
forty-five minutes despite his accident of 
this morning. 

Vice President Stevenson spoke at a ban- 
quet given in honor of himself and Gov- 
ernor Drake tonight. His left knee is 
sprained besides being badly bruised.

SWITCHMAN KILLED BY A TRAIN 


Helder Run Down by a Freight on 
the East and West at Cedartown. 
Cedartown, Ga., October 1.—(Special.)— 
Hugh Holder, an employe of the East and 
West road, was run over this afternoon 
about 5 o’clock and instantly killed by a 

switch engine. 

Holder was employed by the East and 
West road as a switchman. A crew was 
changing som@ cars from one position to 
another at the time of the accident. The 
engine, with three ears in front, backed 
beyond the switch, which was opened by 
Holder. After he had opened it, Holder 
walked on up the center of the tracks 
ahead of the train, which was approach- 
ing from behind him at an ordinary rate 
of speed. He had walked some seventy- 
five or a hundred feet from the switch 
when the train overtook him and he was 
struck in the back by the bumper of the 
front car. He fell across Cne side of the 
track and the trucks passed over the cen- 
ter of his body.

TILLMAN’S RACE WILL GET ITS SHARE 


Republicans Trying To Perfect Organ- 
ization, Hoping To Be Benefited 
by the Money Question Split - 


Chattanooga, Tenn., October 1.—(Special,) 
It was learned here today that Marcus 
Hanna has turned his eyes toward Tennes- 
see, and the republicans will be given all 
needed assistance in carrying forward their 
cam.paign, and the most vigorous efforts 
known to the republican leaders are to be 
made to carry ‘the state for the republi- 
can ticket. 

For this purpose all the money-and speak- 
ers needed are to be furnished. The proof 
of this is no less positive in nature than the 
signature of a couple of the department 
chiefs of the campaign committee, one of 
whom is Powell’ Clayton, chief cf the de- 
partment of speakers, to a letter seen by 
your correspondent here tcday. 

Mr. Clayton has sent letters to a dozen re- 
publican orators of this state, notifying 
them that they have been assggned to cam- 
paign duty. He says that the national com- 
mittee will pay the expenses of the speak- 
ers while in the field for the ticket under 
the direction of the chairman of the state 
republican committee.

Only one letter has been seen so far that 
is outside of the department of speakers;

that no names would be used. It is a fact 
that the national committee has agreed to 
pay certain legitimate expenses of the Ten- 
nessee campaign. 

That Mr. Tillman will get his share of 
the benefit of the efforts of the national 
committee to insure success for the general 
ticket is, of course, obliged to follow.

ONLY NINE YEARS OLD. 


The Youngest Metal First Put to a 
Use in Pittsburg. 
1 The New York Sun. 

” i toeahaiies the youngest of all metals, is 
rapidly coming into general use. It was 
discovered by Frederick Wohler, a German 
professor, in 1827, but to St. Clair Deville, 
a Frenchman, belongs the honor of being 
the first founder of the aluminium in- 
wae weet article made of this metal was 
in compliment to Louis Napoleon, who had 
helped Deville—a baby rattle for the in- 
fant prince imperial. 

In 1855, when the first aluminium com- 
pany was formed, the cost of a pound of 
the metal was about $200. In 1889 Charles 
M. Hall, of Oberlin, O., patented an elec- 
trolytic process. He, with a few of his 
friends, then started a small plant on the 
bank of the Alleghany river, eighteen miles 
above Pittsburg. The first year the com- 
pany produced seventy-five pounds of 
aluminium a day, which was sold for $4.50 
a pound. In, 1895 a company puilt a large 
plant at Niagara Falls, and this year it is 
building additional works. When these are 
completed they will have an output of 
11,000 pounds daily. This will put the 
United States in front as the largest alum- 
inium producing counfry in the world. 


Aluminium weight is about a third that — 


of iron, and only steel of the highest qual- 
ity and. the- best aluminium bronze will 
give a greater strength for a given weight 
than aluminium. It atands high in the list 
of malleable metals, and can be drawn into 
wire 1-200 of an inch in thickness. It is an 
excellent conductor of electricity, 
would at'20 cents a pound take the place 
of copper for all electrical purposes. 

In ship building, where lightness is de- 
manded, aluminium meets every require- 
ment. Corrosion and galvanic action are 
easily overcome by properly painting the 
part subject to the action of the water 
and by using aluminium rivets. France 
and Germany have sevéral torpedo boats 
made of aluminium, and pleasure yachts 
every year are being. constructed of this 
metal.

INDIANS AS STOCK RAISERS. 


The Problem of the Race Seems To Be 


Working Itself Out. 

Judge D. M. Browning, commissioner of 
Indian affairs, has been visiting a number 
of the coast Indian agencies and came to 
Salt Lake from the Fort Hall reservation, 
says The Salt Lake Tribune. 

“My observations on” this tour and the 
experience of the bureau generally show 
that the Indian service is improving,” the 
commissioner says. “The government. is 
endeavoring, as fast as possible, and as 
far as treaty stipulations will permit, to 
make the Indian self-supporting. Of course 
the task is a difficult one and many fail- 
ures must result before the desired con- 
ditions are brought about, but we are sat- 
isfied with the progress being made. It is 
not expected that many Indians will become 
professional or business men, but it is be- 
lieved that they can be taught to be fairly 
good farmers and stock raisers. Gradual- 
ly the lands of the tribes are being appor- 
tioned in severalty and the tribal rela- 
tionships broken up. Where the lands are 
fit for agriculture the Indians are given 
implements, wagons and seeds. They are 
aided inthe construction of houses and 
then allotments are fenced. In the dry 
districts, where stock raising only is p0s- 
sible, a few head of cattle are given each 
Indian and the sale of their stock is pro- 
hibited until they have a certain number. 
This plan has worked quite satisfactory on 
the Sioux lands. When a contract for beef 
has been awarded and purchases under it 
are to be made the Indians are invited to 
sell surplus cattle to the government at 
the contract price. Not long ago at the 
Pine Ridge agency 600 head of cattle were 
bought from Indians on these terms and 
the red cattlemen were naturally much 
pleased with their success as stock raisers. 
I belieye the Indian problem wiil work 
itself out in this way. The solution will 
take time but the day is coming when the 
distribution of rations will cease and the 
Indian, having become self-sustaining, will 
no longer be a ward of the nation.”

Workman Ascends a Derrick Frame One Hundfcd and Seventy-five 
Feet in the High Wind To Make Fast Some Pulley Ropes. 


A man perched on the end of a pole pro- 
jecting from the top of an immense derrick 
frame in the rear of the Western and At- 
lantic shops about noon yegterday caused 
hundreds. of people to halt and watch his 
movements from the streets adjacent to Tho 
Constitution building. The workman ap- 
peared to be no larger than a boy in his po- 
sition, about 175 feet above the ground. He 
climbed the pole to make fast some pull?*y 
ropes, and defying the high wind and alti- 
tude, he worked unconscious of the atten- 
tion he was attracting. 

The derrick is being used by the gas com- 
pany to raise some immense célumns of iron 
to support a big gas task... The derrick was 
140 feet high, and the pole sticking out 
above it measures about 35 feet. The der- 
rick is supported by guy ropes on all sides, 
but in the high wind yesterday it swayed 
to and fro, making it exceedingly dangerous 
for a person to climb it. 
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RING CLIMB YESTERDAY. 


But without the slightest apprehension 

Charles Hoffman braved the winds, and 
thoughtless of danger he ascended the der- 
rick and pole to the topmost point to ar- 
range the ropes. Those who watched Hoff- 
man climb the pole shuddered at the im- 
minent danger of his position, and many 
expected every moment to see the man fall 
off to the ground to his death. 
‘The pole swayed in the wind, and it look- 
ed as if the workman would be blown from 
his high perch, the big ropes flapping fu- 
riously inf the breeze, indicating that the 
wind was at a high velocity at the work- 
man’s altitude. Hoffman remained at the 
pole's end for half an hour, and during that 
time he was watched by hundreds of ap- 
prehensive citizens, 

The feat was a daring one, but when ask- 
ed about it afterwards Hoffman said that 
he regarded his climb as a matter of little 
moment.

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Kolb and His Critics. 

The attitude of Captain Reuben F. 
Kolb, the populist leader of Alabama, 
is very interesting at this time. Captain 
Kelb is the father of populism in Ala- 
bama, if not ih the south, and has, per- 
haps, received .more, abuse from the 
men who used to ‘call themselves 
“straight democrats” than any other in- 
dividual in. Alabama, 

The Kolb movement in. Alabama, as 
our readers may remember, was in the 
the. beginning, a protest against ring 
methods, The democratic party in that 
state was managed bx a close corpora- 
tion which had its headquarters in Mont- 
gomery and had for its organ The Mont- 
gomery Advertiser. Captain Kolb raised 
a storm when he challenged the right of 
this ring to control the party and parcel 
out the offices. He was at once made 
the target of the most venomous abuse 
that has ever been displayed in politics. 
lie was denounced as a traitor to his 
state and section, and no name was too 
vile to be applied to” him. 

The weak spot in Captain I<olb’s ca- 
reer—and a very surprising one, too, 
when his ability is taken into account— 
is the fact that he permitted his oppo- 
nents to drive him out of the party. 
This was precisely what they wanted; 
this was the secret:of the wanton abuse 
witi which he was assailed. He was 
too dangerous a man for the ring to tol- 
erate, his presence in the party. Conse- 
quently they proceeded to make the par- 
ty too warm for him, and come near 
wrecking the organization by the experi- 
ment. 

Captain Kolb played right into their 
hands, left his party, and proceeded to 


_ organize into another party all those who 


resented the manipulation of the demo- 
eratic party of Alabama by the Mont- 
gomery ring. This was very bad poli- 
tics indeed—a tactical mistake that ought 
never to have been made. Kolb and his 
followers had as much right in the dem- 
ocratic party as the men who drove him 
out of it. He was x better democrat 
then, and he is a better democrat today 
(as the people all know by this time) 
than the men who drove him out of the 
party by their venomous attacks. There- 
fore, he should haye remained in: the 
party and defied the ring.

On account of their marvelous 
fertility these islands have always been 
gxuarded by the Spanish government 
with jealous care. To lose them would 
be to sacrifice not only a considerable 
extent of territory, but one of the most 
prolific sources of revenue which the 
| sovernment now enjoys. That such a 
loss, however, must come sooner or later 
is evident, not only from the magnitude 


of the exisfing revolution, but also from 


the fact that Japan has regarded these 
islands for a long time with jealous eyes. 
No one familiar with the courage and en- 
terprise of the Japs can doubt for a 
’moment their ability to render the in- 
surgents valuable aid in the struggle 
which they are now making.

A Significant Letter. 

At a democratic gathering, held in 
Akron, O., last Tuesday evening, the 
contents of a letter written by Major Mc- 
Kinley in the fall of 1890 were dis- 
closed for the first time during the pres- 
ent campaign. On account of the dis; 
tinct enunciation of his views on the 
money question, which this letter con- 
tains, it is more than likely that the sit- 
uation in the doubtful states will be se- 
riously affected by its publication. 

‘This remarkable document, addressed 
to Hon. E. 8. Perkins, Weimouth, O., and 
dated September 27, 1890, reads as fol- 
lows: 

Dear Sir—I have been so busy for the 
past three weeks that it has been impos. 
s’ble for me to give any attention to the 
matter in the district, which fact, I be- 
lieve, my friends will appreciate. I have 
been waiting for a moment’s time that I 
might: answer two or three letters here- 
tofore received from gentlemen in Medi- 
na county in relation to my.position on 
the silver and other questions, , 

I have always been in favor 
of the free and unlimited coinage 
of the silver product of the 
United States and have so voted 
on at least two occasions during 
the time I have been in public 
life. I was not willing to ex- 
tend this coinage to the silver of 
the world and open our mints to 
foreign countries ‘without charge, 
as proposed by gentlemen on the 
floor of the house. My purpose 
was to secure immediately legis- 
lation that would credit and dig- 
nify our silver coin. 

I believe the law which we enacted this 
session will accomplish that result. It 
utilizes every dollar’s worth of the silver 
product of the United States, and even 
more. The value of that legislation has 
already been apparent in the enhanced 
value given to silver. 

You may remember, as indi- 
cating my position on this sub- 
ject, that I voted to pass the sil- 
ver bill in the forty-fifth and 
forty-sixth congresses over the 
veto of President Hayes. 

I shall be very glad to write you at any 
time, upon any subject you may wish to 
bé; economic questions are a conviction, 
and while [ may not always be right, I 
am always willing to let those whose 
suffrage I seek know exactly where they 
are, Very truly, 

WILLIAM McKINLEY, JR. 

In the foregoing letter it will be ob- 
served that Major McKinley not only 
avows his warm championship of free 
coinage, but points with eloquent pride 
to the fact that he had voted for such a 
ineasure in congress on two separate 
occasions. The zealous-tone of the let- 
ter, no less than the facts therein recited, 
makes it evident that Major McKinley 
was a loyal friend of the white metal 
at that stage of his career.

It Fired the Last Skot in the War 
| Between the States. : 
From 
The cannon which 
the last battle of the late war is @ ,un 
worth knowing something about. Hence the 
gale of the eight-inch Columbiad, “‘Lady 
Slocomb,”* which is advertised in The Mo- 
bile Register to take place there on the 
15th, arouses the interest of old soldiers 
and old soldiers’ sons for the reason that 
it is generally supposed to be the gun 
which fired the last shots of the war, 
or that fired so many deadly volleys in the 
last battle that took place during the civil 
war. | 
The last engagement, said an old soldier 
yesterday, took place at Spanish Fort. 
This engegement, of course, was not & rex- 
vilar battle, and is not, perhaps, recorded 
in history as such, but it was, neverthe- 
less, a conflict fierce, and.fire flew that 
day as never before. General Forrest 
had sent to Spanish Fort during the last 
days of the war a sufficient force of men 
to guard the place, and among the number 
was the Fifth battalion of the Washington 
artillery, Captain Cuthbert Slocomb in 
command. The Lady Slocomb was brought 
there and there fired its last shots when 


| Wilson’s raiders stormed the place and 


took it. There the Lady Slocomb, for a 
few hours before the old fort was surren- 
dered, belched forth fire and scattered 
death like an intelligent being, but to no 
avail, as the enemy numbered several 
times as much as the garrison. 

After the surrender of the fort some of 
the members of Captain Slocomb’s com- 
mand one night rolled the Lady Slocomb 
off the earthen embankment into a lagoon, 
or old slush hole, and buried it, giving as 
their reason that they did not want the 
gun to fall into the hands of the enemy. 
It was afterwards dug up and carried to 
Mobile, where it was purchased by Henry 
Badger, a prominent Confederate of that 


and knew of the excellence of the Lady 
Siodomb. 

The gun was named after the wife of 
Captain Cuthbert Slecomb, who went out 
in 1862 in charge of the Fifth battalion of 
the Washington artillery. The gun at 
the battle of Shiloh spat out its first 
smoke, and spread its first dtsolation in 
the ranks of the enemy. Through all the 
memorable struggles of the Army of the 
Tennessee it went, and everywhere it 
gained well deserved renown. It was 
prettily mounted, and was at that time, 
as it probably is now, a'‘handsome gun. 

Now the old relic is to be sold. The es- 
tate of Henry Badger is being wound up, 
and the gun, along with the other relics 
of the Confederacy, is to fall-into the 
hands of others, Years ago several efforts 
were made by the Washington artillery to 
buy the gun, and they will, in all prob- 
ability, be heard from at the sale.

A Famous Dwarf Who Was a Born 
Aristocrat. 


From Spare Moments. +8 

On September 5, 1837, at his cottage, near 
Durham, where he had lived in retirement 
for many years, died Borulwaski, a Polish 
count, but who had made this country the 
home of his tatter days. Though low of 
stature, he was @f high birth and breed- 
ing, which no doubt had ca#used his case 
to be frequently mentioned. 

He was born in November, i739, in the 
reign of George II, and as he did not die 
till the first year of that of Queen Victoria, 
at the age of ninety-eight years, he lived 
during the reign of five British sovereigns. 
At one year of age he had attained to only 
fourteen inches of stature; at six to seven- 
teen inches; at twenty, to thirty-three 
inches, and at thirty, to thirty-nine inches. 
And he had a sister named Anastasia, 
seven years younger, who, when full 
grown, was shorter than himself by a head 
and shoulders, so thit she could stand 
under his arm. But, though so small in 
stature, he was a handsome man, his body 
being of the most perfect symmetry; and 
he was, mor cver, not only,a wft, but 
something of a scholar and an accom- 
plished gentleman, his mind being culti- 
vated to an extraordinary degree by travel 
and study, for he had visited various lands 
and many of the royal courts of ®urope. 
In early life he had been exhibited and 
had appeared as an actor; and George 
iV, as prince of Wales, had seen and 
known him in those days. 

it is related in the “Memoirs of Charles 
Mathews,” the comiedian, that in July, 
1821, when George had succeeded to the 
‘throne, he, previous to being créwned, had 
obtained an interview with Bortwiwaski and 
in a most delicate manner offered him any 
pecuniary help if he needed it to make his 
latter days comfortable. He ordered that 


the little count, and as a favorite valet 
of the king was dying, who remembered 
the dwarf, Borulwaski visited the sick 
chamber at the request of George IV. On 
his death on September 5, 1837, Count Bo- 
rulwaski’s remains were laid in the chapel 
of the Nine Altars at Durham cathedral, 
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Carlisle, Too.

Crowd Was Quite Small and the 
Atmosphere Was Rather Frigid. 
What Mr. Watson Said, 


———— 


Hon. Thomas E. Watson is feeling blue 
over the campaign, and may announce his 
retirement today from the national ticket. 

The populist nominee for vice president 
is sore, and seeing that he has no pogsible 
show under the fusion agreements which. 
have been made in the south and west, 
has probably decided that there is no use 
for him te remain in the race any longer. 
He is unlike Palmer and Buckner, in that 
he is not disposed to run a losing race, 

When asked yesterday by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution what he had ob- 


_ tained in the fusion that has been going on 


in the several states south and west, 
replied, “Nothing.” 

In North Carolina he has nothing, and he 
has scored Senator Marion Butler roundly 
for it. In some of the western states, 
where the democrats have a very small 
vote and the populists a very large one, 
the populists gave the electors to Bryan 
and Sewall. Mr. Watson is reported to 
have spoken with bitterness of this. 

Captain Reuben Kolb, the populist leader 
ir Alabama, has publicly called on the 
Bryan and Watson electors to come down 
and support Bryanvand Sewall. On his 
recent western trip Mr. Watson sought to 
break Up fusion where Sewall was getting 
the electors, but he had no success. Evi- 
dently there is a rupture on between Mr, 
Watson and Senators Butler and Allen, Mr, 
Reed, the populist treasurer, stands with 
Mr. Watson in whatever position he has 
taken. 

The populist vice presidential nominee 
says that for the 1,800,00 votes, and that 
according to democratic count, he remarks 
sarcastically, the populists ought to have 
some showing on the national ticket. 

Mr. Watson belicves that the middle-of-

the-road populists will not vote at all for 
‘president, and that 


McKinley will be 
elected, His recent letter stating that the 
middle-of-the-road men will stay at home 
on election day is construed by his own 
associates as advice to them to sulk. It is 
said that some sharp correspondence has 
passed between him and Chairman Marion 
Butler tn the last few days. The result 
may be an announcement today that Mr. 
Watson retires from the ticket. In that 
event, the populists will not put anyone in 
his place, as fusion has been arranged 
practically everywhere on Bryan and 
Sewall-as Senator Allen and other western- 
ers wanted all along. 

It would seem, from recent events, that 


. they ‘have won over Marion Butler, the 


man who insisted on a populist being 
nominated for vice president, and “who 
really foreed Mr. Watson's nomination.

Defends His Own Course. 

Mr. J. A. Arnold, one of the populist 
nominees for the house from DeKalb, was 
to introduce the orator of the day, but Mr. 
Watson knew nothing of this programme 
and cut loose without any ceremony. His 
opening remarks were the basis of his 
defonse. He declared that the populist 
party was formed as a protest against the 
twe old parties, béth of which he accused 
_ complicity in the legislativo evils which 

© argued when at the bottom of the popu- 
lar unrest. Having been organized tb cor- 
rect these evila, he reasoned that it would 
be inconsistent and destructive of party 
org2 ization for the populists to fuse with 
either of the bid parties. Fusion would 
prevent the new party from condemning 
whichever of the old organizations it join- 
ed. Mr, Watson stated that the republicans 
had offéred to fuse with the populists at 
the time of the state convention when Mr. 
Wright and a statehouse ti were nom- 
inated. He declined to accept the offer, 
he said, because it would be inconsistent. 


} He also opposed fusion with the/ republi- 


cans in Texas-for the same son. The 
nominee gave his views and position on 
the question at some length. Then he 
took up some bf the important planks in 
the national and state platforms of his 
party, and concluded by urging all popu- 
lists to stand firm in support of Seaborn 
Wright. Mr. Watson was particularly 
strong on this point because he had been 
charged th luke-warmness toward the 
Success of the state ticket. He declared 
himself in favor of the government owenr- 
ship of railroads, the establishment of a 
reformatory for children, free schoolbobvks, 
working convicts. on the public roads, 
against barrooms and against the state 
democratic ticket. 

Mr. Watson called it a conservative 
speech, and possibly his hearers took the 
same view of it, for they did not cheer him 
as populist audiences usually do. It was 
just a trifle cool, and that "may have had 
something to do with the temper of the 
audience, which, while applauding his bits, 
did not grow demonstrative, Some demo- 
crats went over from the town and listened 
attentively. DeKalb is a democratic county 
and is good for from 400 to 700 majority. 

Why the Populist Exist. 

Mr. Watson in opening said that if there 
is no complaint against the two old par- 
ties there is no excuse for the populist 
party, This a protest against the older or- 
gxanizations. If the democrats are right in 
their principles and practices the populists 
ought to join them. On the other hand, if 
the republicans are right and the demo- 
crats are wrong the populist ought to join 
the republicans. But the fact is, both the 
old parties have gone wrong, said Mr. 
Watson. Both of them have co-operated in 
every policy which has been destructive to 
the best interests or the country. ‘This 
new party was built up to Keep faith with 
the people.’’ (Applause.) 

“Some people say they are astonished at 
me because I antagonize fusion.” 

‘That hits me,"" a man in the audience 
exclaimed. ; 

Before Mr. Watson could reply a bench 
broke with a loud noise. 

“That is your fusion which fell,’ Mr. 
Watson remarked and the crowd laughed, 
Resuming, he spoke against fusion, saying 
that if the populists joined either of the 
old partiés the people’s party would die. 
“If we fuse with the republicans we say in 
doing so that they are right and we cannot 
hereafter attack thein. We make ourselves 
particeps criminis in every crime they ever 
committed.’’ 

Mr. Watson then told of the proposition 
made by the republicans to fuse with the 
populists of Georgia. He came right out 
with it, stating that the offer was made to 
him and by him declined. 


Withstood the Tempter. 

‘‘When the populist state convention met 
in Atlanta I was chairman of the party 
in Georgia and the nominee for vice pres- 
ident. Therefore, I was in a position to 
speak for my party. I do not violate any 
confidence in stating that the republicans 
made me an offer of fusion. I do not be- 
lieve they will deny it. They said that if 
we would put a single republican on our 
state ticket they would give us the entire 
republican vote of the state. They have 
between 40,000 and 50,000 votes; which we 
would be glad to have, and they offered 
to throw us all that, not only in the coun- 
ty and state elections, but in the election 
for congressman and president. . Ought I to 
have accepted it? What was my reply? 
It was ‘no! We are populists—middle of 
the road populists—and there is no room 
for a republican, running as a republican, 
on the populist ticket.’ 

“I went to Texas, 
electoral votes. 
gone to the democrats and offered fusion 
with the Bryan and Sewall ticket. The 
offer was declined by the democrats with 
terms of insult, scorn and contempt. In 
Dallas I found the populists as mad as the 
democrats of Georgia were at Senator 
Jones, chairman of the national democratic 
party, for saying that the populists ought to 
go with the negroes, where they belonged. I 
did not llow my judgment to be warped, 
and when our friends in Texas said they 
could get me fifteen electoral votes by 
trading with the republicans and giving 
them fifteen votes for McKinley, I said 
that there must not be any fusion. I de. 
clined to take from the populists of Texas 
a single electoral vote unless Bryan got it 
also. Is there a democrat in Georgia who 
would say that was not fair? The people's 
party has been saying that every evil of 
legislation which has cursed this country 
came upon it through the vote ef both 
the old parties. Let us be honest and con- 
sistent. Then why change our position in a 


moment?” 
Federal Taxation, 

The vice presidential nom-nee took up 
federal taxation and argued in favor of a 
direct tax on property. Under the internal 
revenue and protective tariff .system the 
federal tax is levied not on wealth but on 
labor. He illustrated the difference in the 
systems by saying that the man who owns 
fifty horses pays his state or county fifty 
times as much tax as the man who owns 
but one horse. In that. case tax is levied 
according to property. The federal tax 
amounts to $35 to every family of five per- 
sons in this union. “Is that a small thing to 
you when you cannot pay your poll tax 
without four days’ labor? Is that a small 
thing with cotton at 7 cents a pound, corn 
7 cents a bushel and wheat 30 cents, as I 
found it in Kansas and Nebraska. We 
have $47,000,000,000 of national wealth. The 
railroads constitute $12,000,000,000 of this, or 
a little more than one-fourth. Ought they 
mot on a fair basis to pay one-fourth of the 
federal tax? What do they pay? Not one 
cent. The factories of this nation amount 
to $6,000,000,000 of the wealth. But they do 
not pay one cent federal tax. The express, 
‘telegraph and telephone companies, the 
trusts, the Standard oil, the sugar, whisky 
and the other 100 trusts, amounting in the 
aggregate to the other one-fourth of the 
national wealth, do not pay a dollar of fed- 
eral tax. The great foreign landowners, the 
Astors and others, do not pay a cent on 
all their bonds to the government, though 
they own $10,000,000,000 of property. Three- 
fourths of your national wearth is not 
paying a cent into the federal treasury. 
The other one-fourth has to bear it all, 
and the tax is raised on the luxuries, ne-

The poorest negro in buying a 


plug of tobacco pays as much federal tax 


The populists there had , 


cessities, whisky and tobacco which you

tax on liquor just as he had argued against 
the internal revenue tax on tobacco. From 
the internal revenue tax he passed to 
the tariff, which he styled another trap 
for taxing the poor man if he escaped the 
tobacco and liquor taxes. Tariff talk may 
make some of you weary, but everywhere 
I have been I have found people who were 


interested in learning how their taxes were 


raised. Thig government is spending $7 a 
year for every man, woman ahd child, How 
he gets it is a problem, but he gets it, One 
of Uncle Sam’s methods is to levy a tax 
on tools, nails, agricultural implements, 
glass an@ hundreds of things which are 
brought into this country from some other. 
You do not pay it as a direct tax, but you 
pay it every time you buy an imported ar- 
ticle which has paid a duty at the custom 
house. 

“The poor man who buys a $20 suit pays 
as much tax to the government as Rocke- 
feller or George Gould pay on the same 
suit. The populists did not impose that tax. 
The republicans passed the McKinley bill 
and you turned the republicans out and put 
the democrats in and they passed the Wil- 
son bill, which was so bad that even Gro- 
ver. Cleveland was mais to put = his 
name to it. (Applause.) The principle of our 
State system of taxation is right, and 
should be applied to the end that the 
wealth of the land should bear its share 
of the national] burden. 

Ownership of Railroads. 

Mr. Watson argued at length on the 
government ownership of railroads, defend- 
ing that plank *in the populist national 
Platform. He said that every argument 
opposed to the private or corporate owner- 
ship of navigable, rivers, applied to public 
highways. The owners of the railroads tax 
the people on the goods which they send to 
market. There is not a inerchant in any of 
these towns who does not pay tax to the 
‘public carriers. They say that there is 
competition and that it regulates the 
charges. Yes, there is competition between 
Atlanta and Augusta, but the merchant 
here, at Covington and Social Circle does 
not get the benefit of competition as against 
Atlanta and Augusta. Every railroad is a 
monopoly along its own line. It can levy 
any tax which it thinks the traffic will 
bear. These railroads can confiscate your 
melons and they do it by charging so much 
freight that there.is no profit in the busi- 


ness to the man who grows them, and. 


sometimes he not only loses his crop but 
has to go down in*his pocket and take out 
money with which to pay the excessive 
freight. The power of the railroads is 
greater than that of the government itself. 

“They tell us that we cannot buy the 
railroads. Why not? We are the fellows 
who pay for them. We pay for them every 
twenty years and not only for the legiti- 
mate cost of the roads,-but for $4,000,000,000 
worth of watered stock that represents 
nothing except ink, paper and rascality. 
(Applause.) We have paid for ’em all once 
or twice and don’t own today even a 
hand car. (Laughter.) Now we say let us 
pay for them again and when we get 
through we will have the roads and the 
men who now own them will have the 
money instead of having both the roads 
and the money as at present.”’ 

Mr. Watson stated that the government 
could hire an engineer or a fireman as well 
as a company can do it. The government 


has not had any strikes among its postal® 


clerks. It has not had to call out Pinkerton 
forces to shoot down postal clerks and 
there is no discrimination by the postoffices 
in favor of one town and against another. 

Railroad commissioners, said the speaker, 
no more control the railroads than the 
collar controls the mule which wears it. 
In fact, commissioners have become only 
an ornamental fixture of the railroads. The 
democratic party says that there are evils 
in the railroad system and (we must have 
legislation to correct them. The people's 
party says the only way to correct them is 
to own the raiteoads and then run them in 
the interest of the people. 

“Tf ever we get in power we are going to 
deal with this question, not as an anarchist 
who hates the railroads, but we mean to 
pay a fair price for them and run them in 
the interest of the country’ and not for 
private greed. 

Money System Out of Joint. 

The financial question was taken up 
with the statement that ‘‘the money system 
is out of joint.’’ Mr. Watson declared him- 
self for paper money as well as gold and 
silver saying that he did not want two 
masters much more than he wanted one, 
The govérnment ought to exercise the right 
to issue paper money at any time it might 
be necessary to break a corner in the gold 
or silver money. Treasury notes wceculd be 
just as good as bonds except that they 
would not bear interest. All there is back 
of the bond law is the gevernment’s obli- 
gation to redeent them. If the government 
would take money for taxes, the people 
would take it for debts all right. Taxes 
and debts cannot be paid in labor or pro- 
duce. Labor or the products of labor must 
be exchanged for money. The scarcer nron- 
ey .is the less labor gets for the same 
service. If there is only a little money, it 
is hard to make it go around, If half the 
wheat in the country was destroyed, the 
price of what remained would be largely 
increased in value. If half fhe laborers 
in a community would go off the price of 
the half that remains is raised by the extra 
demand made upon it. The people’s party 
says that in giving four days’ labor to 
‘pay a poll tax where one day’s labor used 
to pay it, a man is cheated out of three 
days of his life every year. A bale of cot- 
ton will make just as many dresses as it 
would twenty years ago.and a bushel of 
wheat will mrake as many biscuit and 
fritters as it ever would. The. relative 
production and cost have not been changed, 
but one-half of the mroney has been burned 
up in the last thirty years. If the present, 
system continues, biscuit will cost their 
weight in silver. 

The speaker had some fun and pointed 
a moral from an incident which occurred 
during the visit of Li Hung Chang to the 
treasury in Washington. Mr. Watson read 
an account from The Constitution of the 
destruction of $70,000 by the wearer of the 
yellow jacket, the money being paper. 
Cleveland has destroyed $94,000,000 of paper 
money and thirty years ago the government 
destroyed $968,000,000 of paper money. 

While describing the burning of $70,000 by 
Li Hung Chang, someone in the audience 
called out: 

‘He ought to have had his neck broke.” 

This created a great laugh in which Mr. 
Watson joined. 

Mr. Watson said that the exclamation 
reminded him of the comment of a man in 
Texas, who said that “We've got to fight 
this thing out." 

“If we can’t vote it out, we must submit 
to it,’ said the speaker. ‘‘Any man In this 
campaign who hasn't sense enough to hit 
the right man with his ballot, has not 
sense enough to shoot the right man if 
you give him a gun, (Applause.) 

“The anarchists, I fear, are the million- 
aires and the rulers who violate the laws 
they are sworn to uphold. We can sup- 
pa * riots and lawlessness, but unless the 
people rise at the ballot box and correct 
the evils there, we will have anarchy from 
the s@er, and the republic will be one only 
in neme.”’ 


“* A Sectional Campaign. 


a 
Mr. Watson spoke for several minutes in 


advocacy of a sectional campaign. “*} 
thought from the first that this campaign 
should be made on sectional lines—the 
south and west against the north and east. 
That is the real issue, and why not be 
honest and say so? Our interests are op- 
posed to those of the north. The interests 
of the west are antagonistic to those of 
the east. We ought to fight it out on that 
line, and if we are whipped at the ballot 
box, accept the result, and if we should 
win, then the north and east should accept 
the result. Relief must come from the 


' against the tempest’s ravages, 


our campaign was to unite the populists 
and the silver democrats, but the demo- 
crats wanted both partners and would give 


us none. I don't want to be understood as | 


dealing in bad temper, but it was bad 
policy to try to force down the throats of 
the populists a man who did not reprebent 
anything for which they stood.’’ 
“No Watson, no Bryan,” some 


shouted. 
State Issues. 

Here Mr. Watson branched off suddenly 
to state issues and said that the populists 
had nominated for governor a young man 
who had never been an office-seeker, a 
man who was the equal of any for bril- 
liance and@ integrity of character, “Sea- 
born Wright did not seek the nomination 
for governor any more than I sought the 
nominationsfor vice president. He was im- 
portuned to accept the nomination.”’ 

Discussing the populist state platform, 
‘Mr. Watson declared that there ought to 
be a state reformatory for children, He 
attacked the county chaingang and the 
penitentiary systems, declaring that the 
prisoners are treated with barbarous 
cruelty.. Mr. Watson favored working the 
convicts on the roads. Some, one asked 
him if the convicts could be put on the 
roads without cost to the state and ho re- 
plied that expense ought not to be con- 
sidered as against human lives. He said 
that he was not wedded to any system. 

“Ladies may be sent to the penitentiary 
and be subjected to the cruel treatment. 
Don’t you remember the case of a lady 
from north Georgia who was sentenced to 
the penitentiary a few years ago? Had 
it not been for the noble-hearted Henry 
Grady her case would probably not have 
been brought before the public and her re- 
lease secured.”’ ° 

Free schoolbooks were demanded by the 
speaker for the children, and he suid trat 
if the populists got in they would mcke 
them free to black children as well as to 
whites, He attacked a. book monopoly, 
which, he said, caused the frequent 
changes in the hooks, 

| The Duncan Circular. 

The Duncan circular was attacked vici- 
ously and the speaker declared that it of 
itself ought to defeat the state democratic 
ticket. Many ladies were present and Mr. 
Watson handled the subject only briefly, 
but he asked if all present understood 
what he meant, and several voices replied 
that he was making himself clear. 

At first when there was some doubt 
about the authorship of the circular he 
had thought that perhaps they were gotten 
up by ‘that little nigger’ who was ac- 
cused of throwing eggs at Geheral Weaver 
in Macon four years ago. He had heard 
that the negroes were charged with issuing 
the circulars and he naturally thought of 
the “little nigger.’’ Mr. Watson said that 
the circular was dangerous to place in the 
hands of the negro who could not reason 
about it. He attacked ‘the democratic 
ring’’ and concluded by declaring that he 
would take his stand beside Seab Wright 
and aid him to the best of his ability. 

When he sat down Mr. Watson was 
cheered. He left the stand.in a few min- 
utes and came to Atlanta on the afternoon 
train, :;

NO PROVISION MADE WN AC 


Commissioners and the Ordinary Decline 
To Call the Election, 


SECRETARY CANDLER WILL BE ADVISED 


Unless an Election Is Called and the 
People Vote Upon the Issue 
the Bill Will Collapse. 


Who will call the election that proposes 
to change the management of the county 
jail from the sheriff to the board of county 
commissioners? 

That question was asked repeatedly yes- 
terday without a satisfactory answer be- 
ing received. 

The county commissioners will not take 
the initiatory steps, as they claim they are 
interested parties and Judge W. lL. Cal- 
houn, the ordinary, dtclines to igsue the 
call, saying that he has received no in- 
structions and does not care to assume 
the responsibility. : 


This morning Ordinary Calhoun will 


confer with Secretary of State Allen D. | 


Candler and will ask for his opinion in re- 
gard to the matter. 

The question has assumed an interesting 
stage and the friends of the measure were 
uneasy yesterday about the final fate of 
the Branan bill, upon which authority the 
change was to be voted upon by the people. 

The bill asking for the change of the 
Management and conduct of the jail from 
the sheriff’s office and placed under the 
control and jurisdiction of the commis- 
sioners was introduced in the last legisla- 
ture by Hon, Charles I, Branan. The op- 


. position given the ‘passage of the bill and 


the persistency with which the measure 
was pressed’ caused much attention at 
that time to be given the matter by those 
who were interested. The bill was passed 
and approved on December 16, 1895. 


No Authority for the Call. 


Yesterday morning the attention of Céun- 
ty Attorney Rosser was called to the fact 
that the bill was to be voted upon at the 
state and county election next Wednesday. 

Mr. Rosser, while not giving an official 
opinion to the board, stated that he did not 
believe the board of county commissioners 
should take the lead in the matter, as the 
proposed change of management made the 
commissioners parties at interest. 

Ordinary Calhoun was asked if he weuld 
issue the call for the election. 

“IT have received no instructions to ny 
end.”’ said he, “and having no authorit 
to do so, I don’t care to assume it. 

“The act as passed provides that ihe 
question is to be determined by the quali- 
fied voters; it also states when the election 
is to be held and even gives the authority 
for the announcement of the result, but 
it fails entirely to give anyone authority 
to issue the call. 

“This being the case, I see no reason why 
I should go ahead and issue a call, when 
I am not so directed. I shall confer wi 
the secretary of state and a solution o 
the matter may be effected in this man- 
ner.” 

Commissioners Favor the Change. 


The county commissioners favor the 
change of management of the jail, because, 
they say; the county can be saved about 
$10,000 each year. 

Sheriff Barnes stated yesterday that but 
little money had been made out of the 
management of the jail for the past year 
and he did not think the revenue from that 
source to be near so great as the commis- 
sioners believe. 

The commissioners, however, have rot 
decided to take any’ steps jn the matter, 
but will await the result of the conference 
to be held today between Ordinary Cal- 
houn and Secretary of State Canlder. 

Mr. Farrest Adair, a member of the 
poard of commissioners, had a conference 
with Ordinary Calhoun yesterday and 
stated that the commissioners would rot 
issue the call for the election. 


The bill introduced by Mr. Branan pro- eS 


vides that the result of the election is to 
be made known by the same authority call- 
ing the election for state and county 
officers, and it is said that the authority for 


calling the election was accidentally omit- } 


ted, It is this simple omission that has 
caused the agitation of the question as to 
the authority for the call. 

The Act as Passed. 


The act as passed by the last gene2ral 
assembly upon the bill introduced by 
Charles I. Branan {fs as follows: 

‘**An act to vest the management and 
care of all jails and persons confined cthere- 
in under the controi of the county <uome 
missioners of roads and revenuse in coun- 
ties where there is located a city ‘«f a 
population of 64,000 and over, and for other 
purposes. 

‘Section 1. Be it enacted by the general 
assembly of the state of Georgia, That 
from the Ist of January, 1897, and there- 
after, the jail and all persons confined there- 
in shall be under the control of the county 
commissioners of roads and revenues, as 
provided for in this act.’’ 

Section 2 provides for the power to ap- 
point the jailer, the deputy jailers, the 
umount of bond required for these officers, 
the oath of office and the appointment of 
the jail guards and all jail assistants. 

Provision is made in section 3 for the 

salary of the jail officials. Section 4 pro- 
vides for monthly reports to be made by 
the jailer to the county commissioners. 
This report is to be made at the end of 
each month and must be in writing, to be 
filed and placed on record in the office of 
the clerk of the board. . 
._ Section 5 provides for the payment of all 
expenses by the commissioners and gives 
the various expense accounts that must 
be settled by the board. Provision is also 
made for the supply of the provisions and 
the general conduct of the prison. The 
rules and government of the jail are also 
detined and stated. 

“Section 6. Provided this act shall not 
extend to any county except there is lo- 
cated a city that has a population of over 
64,000, according to the federal census of 
the last census or future census taken by 
the United States: provided further, that 
the provisions of this act shall not apply 
to any county having local legislation upon 
the subject of this measure. 

“Section 7. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That this act shall take 
effect on the first day of January, cighteen 
hundred and ninety-seven; provided, how- 
aver, in the meantime the same shall have 
been voted on by the qualified voters of 
the counties affected thereby at the time 
of the next regular election for cuunty 
officers, at which election all the qualified 
voters who favor its adoption in said coun- 
ttes shall have written or printed on their 


ballots the words: ‘For management -:1d 
care of jail by county commissioners,’ and 
those who oppose the same shall have 
written or printed upon their ballots, the 
words: ‘Against management and care of 
jail by county commissioners,’ and if in 
any county to be affected by said act a 
majority of votes cast at said election on 
said ‘question shall be for the management 
and care of jail by said county commis- 


sioners, then this act shall become opera#

tive therein at the date aforesaid, other- 
wise it shall not become operative. The re- 
sult of the election on said question shall 


be declared by the authority declaring the 


result of the election held for county 
officers. 

“Section 8. Be it further enacted by the 
authority aforesaid, That all laws and 
parts of laws in conflict with this act be, 
and the same are hereby repealed.” 

The act was approved December 16, 1895, 
and a copy was ordered spread upon the 
records ofthe state and printed in the 
general acts for that ression of the gen- 


eral assembly. 


MUST COMMENCE IN TOWN. 


Start Work at Its Central Office. 

The council committee on lectric lights, 
telegraph and telephones, held a meeting 

sterday morning and considered a pett- 
tion of the Atlanta Telephone Company, 
the eoncern which is about to establish a 
new telephone system in the city. 

The new company was given the right to 
construct «onduits and wires sometime ago, 
and in the charter it was stipulated that 
the work of construction should begin at 
the central office of the company, and not 
on streets outside of the business part of 
the city. The company is now asking that 
it be allowed to proceed with the work, 
commencing on Walton street, but the 
committee decided that the request should 
not be granted. An adverse report will be 
made and the committee will recommend 
that the company be required to begin 
work from its central office on Pryor 
street. 

The company proposes to operate a com- 
plete system within eighteen months. The 
charter was granted last summer restrict- 
ing the time of commencing work to sixty 
days. That time expired some time ago, 
but acditional time has been granted by 
the council. The officials of the new com- 
pany say that work will be commenced in 
the near future.

The criti- 
cism of inconsistency was frequently raised 
against the republican leader yesterday 
afternoon after the circular had been read. 

“Sooner or later I knew it would come, 
but what made him wait so long?’ was 
about the usual comment of all the political 
leaders when they heard about the circular. 
Certainly Boss Buck’s circular was no 
shock to these who have given even passing 
notice to the campaigns in Georgfa for the 
past decade. The colonel’s proclivity for 
writing circulars “To the Republicans of 
Georgia’ is such an ordinary occurrence 
that it is quite devoid of interest. 

Six weeks ago he issued an address 
“To the Republicans of Georgia.’’ This ad- 
dress was somewhat stronger than the 
document scattered broadcast yesterday in 
that it bore the sanction and indorsement 
of the entire state central committee, it 
was signed by A. E. Buck as chairman, 
but it was signed by order of the state 
central committee and that means a great 
deal more than the last Buck circular, as it 
bears the official stamp of the party or- 
ganization.

Such an 
alliance in state matters and upon state 
issues only could have been very advan- 
tageous to both parties, as it would have 
assured success in the election. 

“These expctations have not been 
realized. The populists have held their 
state convention, and having declined 
to.unite with us upon a ticket, no fusion 
can now be accomplished. 

It temains now to be ‘determined 
whether our party shall put out a state 
ticket. or by not doing so leave itS.mem- 
bers free to act independently between 
the populists and dmocratic candidates, 
and in accordance with theip individual 
and local interests. The latter course, 
under ordinary circumstances, would 
tend to break up our party organization 
and diminish the spread and growth of 
the principles we advocate as essential 
to the welfare of the country. in the 
present year, however, we can promote 
these objects equally well in the prest- 
dential and congressional elections, 
where, under the national issues now 
presented to the people and the break- 
ing up of old party lines, we have a fair 
show of success.

Of this latter 
vote 50,000 will be cast in favor of Governor 
Atkinson, whatever May be thought or pre- 
dicted to the contrary, and to say he'll con- 
trol 125,000 of the White votes of the stat 
is putting it mildly, thus’giving him, in the 
aggregate, 175,000, of a clear majority of 
40,000 over his opponent. 

“T'wo years ago fF supported the present 
incumbent for governor with some doubts 
as to the wisdom of my course.

“The colored people are in this country 
and are there to stay, and the-sooner they 
realize this fact the better for them. What 
is good for the white man is good also for 
the black man, for the interest of one is 
the interest of the other, and there can be 


no rubbing it out. 
“I have for many vears contended that 


-the time had come when the n*gro of this 


country should no longer allow himself to 
be driven like sheep in a solid body to be 
voted at the polls on election days in favor 
of this man or that, or this or the other 
party. Like every other race of intelligence, 
the black man‘must learn to think for him- 
self, by what he hears and sees about him. 
Any one failing to profit by the use of his 
five senses, coupled by a long, sad and bit- 
ter expericnce, does not deserve to have 
them at all and ought to suffer from the 
consequences. 

“*T have decided to cast my lot with those 
among whom I am to live. It seems best 
for me to support Governor Atkinson, be- 
cause I find him right on the school ques- 
tion, on the convict lease question, on the 
Ivnching question, and on every other ques- 
tion of vital. interest to the negro.

Every One Confident of a Sweeping

“It is just Bcss Buck’s biennial play,” 
was the way they sized up the circular 
issued by the republican chairman about 
democratic headquarters. 

The news that the circular had been is- 
sucd caused not a ripple on the smooth sur- 
face of affairs in the Kimball house head- 
quarters. “‘We had been looking for some- 
thing ofthe sort,” said one of the members 
of the comnfittee, who was there during 
the afternoon. “If, you will remember, 
Colonel Buck always does something of 
the sort during the progress of each state 
campaign. It won’t hurt at all. In the 


first place it was too late to do any dam- | 


age, if the circumstances were such that 
damage could have been done had it been 
issued earlier in the canrpaign; then, in the 
second place, the republicans of the state 
resent this dictation on the part of Buck. 
They have a right to their own opinions 
in local affairs and won't be dictated to 
by Colonel Buck or Mark Hanna. They 
know that the better chance for: good 
government, as between the democrats and 
populists, lies with the democrats, and they 
arg as much interested In good government 
as the white people. They know that Gov- 
ernor Atkinson has made @ magnificent 
governor; that he has done much in the 
interest of law and order, and seeing that 
the negro had his rights; and they are 
not going to vote the populist ticket sinrply 
because Buck wants them to. The circu- 
lar will ‘cut no ice,’ as the boys say.” 


Another publication caused more discus- 
sion about democratic headquarters and 
brought out a good deal of criticism. 

This was the publication over the signa- 
ture of John Temple Graves in an evening 
paper in which the writer endeavors to 
make a sensation over the fact that two 
or three negro speakers who have been at 
work for the democratic ticket have in 
two instances had railroad passes. There 
was published a facsimile of what pur- 
ported to be an order signed by. ‘‘Uncle 
Bob” Hardeman on Chairman Clay for 
transportation to Brunswick and return; 
and also a facsimile of a pass issued in 
favor of H. L. Johnson, a prominent repub- 
lican, who, while supporting the national 
ticket of his party, has, in speeches which 
he has been making through Georgia, urged 
the colored people to vote for Atkinson. 

“Of course there is nothing in the circu- 
lar that can do any harm,’’ said a well- 
known ‘democrat at headquarters. ‘‘I. do 
not think anybody pays very much: at- 
tention to the man whose name is signed 
at the end of the-article, or. that anything 
he says carries nfuch weight; but it. does 
look funny that a paper which is supposed 
to be’ supporting the party nominees should 
throw its columns open for all sorts of 
attacks upon the party. I presume that the 
information, which that circular is based 
may have“been obtained from that man 
Martin, who, out of charity, was given a 
position at democratic headquarters. Chair- 
nran Clay told a part of the facts concern- 
ing this man’s employment; the other part 
was that he came there and was kept 
there on the recommendation and at the 
personal ,request of the editor of The 
Journal. If a paper under the guise of 
being free and untrammeled or any such 
rot as that, lets the public know that it 
is willing to open its columns to every lit- 
tle fcllow who wants to throw mud at the 
democratic party and the men who are 
working to bring about party success in 
this or other campaigns, it is an easy 
enough matter for them to fill their col- 
umns with sucn stuff.

Sovth Carolina’s New 


Law Is Now in Effect. 

Columbia, S. C,—October 1—(Special.)— 
The last oppcrtunity. to register before the 
November elections was given would-be 
voters of South Carolina this week. . 

Under the constitution adepted last year 
the applicant for registration must be able 
to read understandinzgly or explain to the 
satisfaction of.the managers any section of 
the constitution read to him by them, and 
he must also present a receipt for his 
poll tax. 

Registration under this condition will 
proceed until January 1, 1898; when the 
applicaht of registration must be able to 
both read and write any section of the con- 
stitution or must present his receipt for 
taxes upon at least $300 worth of property. 
But these who are now of age and do not 
register will not be permitted to do so after 
next year. 

The result of the registration this year 
shows that unless the attempt now being

Armenian Women UHurl Themselves 
Into the Water. 

A private letter received by a lady in 
Boston from one of her friends traveling 
in Armenia thus describes the situation in 
that tnhappy country: 

“We find things in a terrible state here. 
The distress is dreadful. They say tnere 
is not a Christian in the place who has 
not lost some near relative, husband or 
father or brother or wife, while the suffer- 
ings of the poor abducted women and girls 
are beyond words. 

“Many of these helpless and needy 
women were once wealthy ladies who had 
their own servants, and livel in every 
(eastern) comfort. Now, with husbands 
and sons killed and their homes entirely 


pillaged, what can they do? v 


“Then there are the maimed and the sick. 
One poor young woman was brought for 
me to see, both of whore hands had been 
literally cut to pieces, while endeavoring 
to save her head, which was also wound- 
ed. lier husband was killed at the same 
time, and she, after his death and her own 
mutilation, bore twins, but, from being un- 
able to nurse them, the babies, of course, 
died.. Three thousand were massacred here 
at once, and all the Christian shops and 
numbers of houses burned. 

“Only a short distance from this city 
thirty-two women, headed by. a noble and 
very intelligent woman well known to the 
missionaries, threw themselves into _the 
river to escape dishonor, and mire than 
one father played the part of VWirginius, 
and killed’ his daughier outright.”

When Pighting Its Wars Acccp's No | 


Compromise. 


CARES NOT FOR THE EXPENSE 


If Her Soldiers Are Slain More Con- 
scripts Take Their Place—The 
Troubles Now on Hand. 


From The London Spectator. 

Europe presents no spectacle more extra- 
ordinary than the contrast between the 
nerve of the Spanish people and their in- 
capacity in action, For eighteen months 
they have endeavored to reconquer a revolt- 
ed colony 4,000 miles away, and have in 
the effort used and consumed resqurces 
such as it was hardly believed outside of 
Spain that they could have called up even 
to resist invasion. They have actually for- 
warded to Cuba 210,000 regular troops, suffi- 
ciently equipped, a force nearly three timeg 
as great as that with which this country 
met and quelled the Indian mutiny of 1857, 
and more than three times as great as the 
white garrison which holds the Indian em- 
pire. This army, sufficient one would think, 
for a defensive war against France, ac- 
complishes nothing, but the Spanish states- 
men lose neither heart nor hope. They are 
wholly uncheered by victory; they’ know 
that their soldiers die like flies, and they 
are told every week that the rich island 
is becoming a desert, that three-fourths of 
it is going out of cultivation! that the set- 
tlers are quitting in thousands, while those 
left behind are joining the insurgents; that 
the whole expenses of the island must be 
borne for years by Spain, and that every 
month increases the chance that the Amer- 
ican republic, with its limitless resources 
for war, will intervene; and still, wi€h a 
tenacity which Englishmen cannot but ad- 
mire, they refuse to relax their hold. Be the 
results what they may, they will make no 
terms till the rebels have submitted un- 
conditionally. The tissure between parties 
in Spain is deeper than‘a political fissure 
ever was in this country, btut upon this 
subject the parties can act together, 
scarcely differing even as to means. Pitt 
was never firmer than Senor Canovas, and 
never better supported by a packed parlia- 
ment, which, nevertheless, represents the 
dominant feeling of the country. If the 
conscripts die, the Spanish premier sends 
more conscripts. If the peasants or the 
city mobs object to their dispatch, both are 
Silenced by an unhesitating appeal to the 
military law, which makes resistance to the 
conscription one of the most deadly of of- 
fenses. If the Philippines rise in insur- 
rection, the premier offers to send an ar- 
my there also, even an army of cavalry, if 
that will be the arm most required, If the 
people of the United States mutter or 
threaten interference, the .premier ran- 
sacks the world for cruisers ready built, 
or builders who will build quickly, giving 
enormous prices, in two cases three-quar- 
ters of a million per ship, for the, needed 
vessels. If the treasury is harassed, he 
sells everything that is available; monopo- 
to the Rothschilds, privileges to the 
railways, preferences to the lealers’ in 
bonds. He even ventures to leave’ the 
troops in the island unpaid, and for four 
months, no soldier there has seen the color 
of coin, and has been fortunate if bread 
and garlic have been served with any 
regularity. The one .thing which Senor 
Canovas will not do is listen to proposals 
for cofthpromise, the time for which indeed 
has now at Icngth passed awry. 

The Spanish pretiier is a tough man, 
and there are very few Englishmen, how- 
ever familiar they may be with the mis- 
rule of Cuba, who will refuse him a meas- 
ure of ‘sympathy, moré especially as it is 
probable that his power of endurance may 
be still more harshly tried.: The insurrec- 
tion in the Philippines may prove even a 
greater blow to Spain than the insurrec- 
tion in Cuba. They are twice as far off; 
they have never been thoroughly subdued, 
far less civilized; they contain tribes which 
have often fought desperately against 
Spanish misgovernment, and they are 
threatened by a foe who, though not as 
strong as the United States, is probably 
stronger at sea than Spain, who is far 
more unscrupulouus than the union, and 
who, instead of any languid desire that the 
Philippines should be free, has a passion- 
ate desire for their possession. The Japa- 
nese believe that they must find fresh terri- 
tories somewhere or their civilization will 
perish for “want of land to support their 
growing population; and as they have lost 
Corea and cannot obtain Australia, which, 
according to their jingoes, is their natural 
place of expansion, they have fixed théir 
regard on the Philippines, which lie, as it 
were, in sight, which are thinly populated, 


which are gloriously fertile, though liable, . 


like Japan itself, to earthquakes, and the 
area of the island empire. They possess 
already in Formosa the half-way house of 
the Philippines, and they believe that at 
sea they can easily defeat the Spaniards. 
They have:of late years been quietly pour- 
ing Japanese emigrants into some of the 
islands, and there is trustworthy authori- 
ty for the statement that recently at Mos. 
cow Marshal Yamagata assured American 
representatives of the adhesion of Japan 
in war with Spain, adding that his govern- 
ment would cheerfully expend forty mil- 
lions sterling for such an acquisition. 
How will it all end for Spain? We can- 
not pretend to foretell events, for we can- 
not even guess what line the governments 
of Washington and Tokio will ultimately 
take; but if history is any guide, the Span- 
iards will fight on stubbornly against all 
odds, will receive much sympathy for their 
endurance and courage, but unless helped 
by some great ally will ultimately fail. 
They ought to win, but they’ will not. 
Some incurable vice in her organization, 
or it may be in the tenmmperament of her 
people, neutralizes al] the advantages Spain 


ought to derive from her stubborn hardi-~ 


hood, her nearly perfect capacity of endur- 
ance, and the somber genius alike for 
war, for art, and for literature, which has 
No race outside 
her own borders, even if Spanish by origin, 
haye ever been able permanently to en- 
dure her re‘gnu, and every race which has 
resisted has ultimately succeeded in with- 
drawing itself from her control. She could 
not keep Holland when Holland was to 
her what freland is to England, and she 
lost the whole of the new world after feats 
of conquest and colonization so great and 
so successful that to this day every na-

great. We sce no evidence whatever that 
the population of Spain“has lost any of its 
historic qualities, but she has lost, for some 
reason beyond our ken, the capacity of 
success. It may be that, as Spaniards 
say, Spain, has never had the government 
that suits her. It may be that she lacks, 
as Italy lacked for centuries, of all useful 
qualities, only the political sense which 
would enable her to become great. Or( it 
may be that the refusal to compromise~ 
of which Senor Canovas is not unjustly 
proud, involves a mercilessness which pro- 
hibits permanent dominion, and in, the end 
reduces discipline to mechanical obedience, 
which does not save even armies, and will 
never save a state. The only thing cer- 
tain is that she ‘does not sueceed, even 
when the enterprise is so apparently easy 
as the reconquest of Cuba by two hundred 
and ten thousand Spanish soldiers safely 
encamped upon her soil.

BALMORAL CASTLE. 
The Famous Summer Home of Queen 
Victoria. 
From The Chicago Record. 

Balmoral castle. where the ezar and 

czarina are now the guests of Queen Vic- 
toria, is the favorite residence of the 
queen. Originally it was Prince Albert’s 
property, the creation of his artistic skill 
and the scene of the queen’s early wedded 
life: 
Twice every year, in the spring and au- 
tumn. she has been accustomed to visit 
her shighland home. Delightful scenery, 
dry, bracing air and an entire absence of 
the ceremonies and dignities from which, 
sovereign though she is, she cannot es- 
cape in London, are here to tempt her. 

It was due to the roval physician, Sir 
James Clark; that Balmoral was chosen 
for a royal residence. The gravelly soil 
and pure air and a climate in which flowers 
bloom in the open~until late September 
and even in October, were the first consid- 
erations that induced the royal physician 
to recommend the purchase of this vast 
estate, and the long life and perfect health 
of .the queen during her long reign show 
the wisdom of the choice. The bracing 
quality of the air is due not only to)\the 
character of the soil but also to the fact 
that the range of mountains between ae- 
man and the Atlantic arrests the rain 
clouds and their moisture falls chiefly 
upon the opposite side, leaving the Dee- 
side comparatively dry and the one region 
in Scotland the climate of which is not 
spoiled by rain. 

Nature herself seems to have done 
her best to make this hunting ground of 
Scotland’s kings in the older day a de- 
lightful spot in which to live, while the 
simple, incurious character of the queen's 
Scotch tenantry has added another éharm 
to her highland retreat. At worst she 
is stared at only by tourists in the little 
church of Crathie, where she always wor- 
ships when at Balmoral. 

The Deeside ra'‘lroad from Aberdeen 
ends at the village of Ballater, and the 
latter in consequence for many: years has 
been headquarters for tourist travel 
this part of the highlands. From the sta- 
tion a drive of some seven miles brings the 
traveler to the beginning of the queen's 
domain, which extends a distance of twelve 
miles along the river Dee. At the entrance 
to the grounds is Abergeldie, the prince of 
Wales’s shooting lodge, and oecupied for 
a time by ex-Empress Eugenia. From al- 
most any point of view the splendid baro- 
nial pile of Balmoral castle, built of fine 
gray Scotch granite, quarried on the es- 
tate, c®minates the landscape, girt by a 
grand range of hills and mountains. 

Although so inspiring from without, with- 
in the castle is plain and deligntfully home- 
like, With an entire absence of the splendor 
of Windsor or Osborne. Furnished plainly, 
and with engravings instead of paintings

sons of Invercauld. The estate consists of 


upward of 10.000 acres, and something over 
30,000 acres of deer forest, the latter lying 
on the line of the Grampian range of 
mountains, and affording excellent deer- 
stalking, grouse shooting and fishing. These 
spacious grounds overlook the river Dee, 
famous in Scottish history and song. 

The castle is situated on a plateau at 
the foot of the Craigan-Gowan hill, com- 
manding an extended view of the winding 
Dee. From its tower, 100 feet high, may 
be seen some of the finest mountain scen- 
ery of Scotland—richly wooded hills and 
rocky heights—and far below in the valley 
to the southwest the royal farm, with a 
quiet landscape stretching along the Dee 
in the distance. 

Some of the loftiest mountains. of Scot- 
land are found in this country, and one 
of its beautiful lakes, “‘Dark Lochnagar,”’ 
inspired the early muse of Byron, and has 
charmed every visitor since.

der and penury, whose fundamental doc- 
trine has been, and is, a reiteration of that 
principle, akin to the declaration of Amer!- 
can independence—that every human being 
is a free moral agent, answerable only to 
his conscience—when a bishop of _ that 
church calls all such people anarchists, 
then I say that that bishop, had he then 
lived, would have been one of the money 
changers whom Christ scourged and drove 
out of His temple, saying: ‘Take these 
things hence, make not my Father’s house 
an house of merchandise,’ and ‘My house 
shall be called of all nations, the house of 
prayer, but ye have made it a den of 
thieves.’ 

‘‘Has Bishop Newman forgotten the ad- 
monition of holy writ: ‘Hear this, oh! ye 
that swallow up the needy, even to make 
the poor of the land to fail, that 4hey may 
buy the poor for silvér, and the needy for 
a pair of shoes; yea, and gell the refuse of 
the wheat?” Is the bishop one of those wl 
say, ‘I have respect for him that weareth 
gay clothing, and say unto him, sit thou 
here in a good place, and say to the poor, 
stand thou there, or sit here under my 
foot stoo!?’ 

“When reap Newman branded the pop- 
ulists as anarchists he crucified afresh the 
Savoir of the world, helped to part His 
garments and promulgated a_ falsehood 
no less flagrant or unwarranted than the 
one that caused Ananias to fall down and 
give up the ghost.

She will never 
sing more than three hours a day, and she 
has all her evenings for her social recrea- 
tion.

BUT SELDOM VISITED. 


Something About Vancouver’s Island 
the Pacific. 

The Rev. V W. Bolton, rector of St. 
Mary the Vir ’s, and J. W. Laing, M.A., 
his friend, arrifed back recently from their 
exploring trip the unknown portions of 
the island of #Mancouver, says The San 
Francisco Call. Mr. Laing, who organized 
the expedition and covered the financial 
end of it, was full of information about the 
befiuty of the island, but he said they have 
demonstrated that the central portions of 
interior Vancouver are no place for set- 
tlers. 

“It is a magnificent country for the 
lovers of nature, but jagged, snow-capped 
mountains and steep declines offer litile 
temptation to the people to settle. In Vic- 
toria we looked up the records left by pre- 
vious explorers who, however, do not pre- 
tend to have penetrated so far into the in- 
terior as we did and we found that they 
often misrepresented things. In sonre cases 
I imagine they must have examined. the 
patches of arable land they speak of from 
the top of some neighboring mountain 
with the aid of a telescope. At. the head.of 
Woss lake, for instance, one explorer says 
there is a fine tract of arable land. * We ex- 
amined it and found it to be aswamp. The 
government makes a mistake in accepting 
the word of some of the explorers whose 
records we found in Victoria. Most of the 
rivers and lakes in northern Vancouver are 
very inaccurately marked on the maps. 
We are now preparing maps for the ad- 
miralty, which will be official. 

Mr. Laing says that Vancouver is one of 
the best watered cotintries he ever saw in 
his life, but that nowhere in the course of 
his explorings in the Northern portion of 
the island did he or Mr. Bolton find traces 
of the precious metals. The only discovery 
was quantities of beautful nrarble, but that 
was in such inaccessible places that there 
is very little probability that it will ever 
be utilized. ena 

One of the greatest feats achieved by the 
party was the climbing of Central Crags 
and the planting of British and American 
flags there side by side. It has generally 
been believed that Mount Victoria is _the 
highest peak in the island, but the Laing 
exploring party has proved from observa- 
tions taken on the spot that Central Craigs, 
sityated in the heart of the island; reaches 
a higher elevation, that of 7,500 feet. In 
making the ascent of Central Crags the 
party was at one time detained by fog 
in the snow for two nights and a day, 
unable to see a foot before them.

Entire Session of the Superior Court 
Was Spent Yesterday in An- 
nulling Marital Vows.

Mrs. Elizabeth Plaster was given a total 
divorce yesterday in the superior court, on 
the grounds that her husbend had cruelly 
treated her. 4 

In her testimony, Mrs. Plaster showed 
that ‘she married William B. Plaster in 
October, 1870, and lived with him as his 
wife :ntil August 1, 1895, during which time 
she conducted herself as a wife should and 
fully complied with all her marital vows 
and obligations. 

She testified that on five or six dif- 
| ferent occasions he cruelly beat and mis- 
treated her, but would always promise in 
'a most solemn manner that he would 
never do so again and would conduct lim- 
self in a proper manner. 

Mrs. Plaster said. yesterday that on Au- 
gust 1, 1895, her husband returned home 
under the influence of whisky and without 
provocation began to abuse her. She says 
he picked up a chair and endeavbred to 
strike her with it. She broke the force of 
the blow by catching the chair with her 
hand. She says this so enraged him that 
he took a large knife and laid bare the 
top of her. head, the blade cutting through 
her cheek and into her neck, almost killing 
her and leaving an ugly, ragged scar that 
will remain as long as she lives. She 
say3 she was confined to her bed on account 
of the wound for weeks. 

Mrs. Plaster says her husband, thinking 
she was dead, fled from the house anc 
left for another state. He has since re- 
turned, she testified, and begged that a 
reconciliation be brought about. Mrs. 
Plaster says she greatly fears him and be- 
lieves she is in constant danger. 

A list of property was attached to the 
petition, showing the possessions of her 
husband. 
the marriage, nine of whom are living. 

The jury granted her a total divorce. 
Previous to the trial yesterday Judge 
Lumpkin granted an injunction restraining 
Plaster, under penalty of the law, from 
in any wav interfering with his wife or 
asserting his marital rights. Mrs. Plas- 
ter also filed 2 petition for alimony, but 
the case was settled several months ago 
between the parties. 

Says She;Loved Another. 

Hugh FP. Brown was given a total divorce 
vesterday, and the jury also removed the 
disabilities of his wife, Maud Pharr Brown, 

The hushand testified that h2 married 
April 14, 1895, and that he discharged his 
every obligation to the best of his ability 
and had performed every duty incumbent 
upon him under his marriage contract. 

He says his wife had treated him in a 
most cruel manner. Shortly after their 
marriage, which was a love match, so far 
as she was concerned, she told him frankiy 
that she did not love Tim and her heart 
was in the keeping of another whom she 
loved long before her marriage. 

He charges that she has constantly 
spoken to him in a harsh and cruel man- 
ner and had treated him with contempt 
and had frequently wounded his feelings 
while they were in company with other 
persons. On June 12th he says she abandbn- 
ed him, and a few weeks later went-to his 
place of business and in an angry and bois- 
trous*manner struck him with a cowhide. 
The verdict given him yesterday was the 
second that had been reached, and the 
marital disabilities of h!s wife were also re- 
moved. 

Vows Were Soon Broken. ‘ 

Six years ago Allen Cox married Mattle 
Glover, but three years later a separation 
followed, and he avowed yesterday that 
he had not lived with her since. ° 

The husband charges his wife with being 
untrue to her marriage vows. One child 
was the result of the marriage and the 
father asked that the custody of his daugh- 
ter be awarded him. 

The divorce was granted by the jury 
and Judge Lumpkin issued an order de- 
claring the marriage vuws annulled. 

At the last term of the superior court 
Mrs. Beulah Williams was granted a total 
divorce from her husband, Jeff D. Wil- 
liams. Yesterday he petitioned the cvsurt 
to remove his: marital disabilities, which 
was done before Judge Lumpkin.

Several other divorces were granted dur- 
ing the morning hours of the court, the 
petitions being brought on the usual 
grounds of intemperance, cruel treatment 
and desertion.
